They were scans of John Franck, the elder, 
deceased,.....Samuel Johnston, Sr. made his Will Nov. 13, 1756, 
leaving land to his son, Samuel Johnston, to his daughters 
Jean, Fenelope, Izabella, Annand Hannah. Jean married a Blair 
and died Mar. 190, 1789 willing her part of lands to her two 
daughters, Helen wha married Samuel Tredwell, and Margaret who 
married a Hosmer anc is now a widow. Fenelope married Alex- 
ander Stewart and died without issue and her husband is long 
since dead. Izabella and Ann both died unmarried. The last one 
dieing in i775. Therefore Harinah Iredell and the daughters af 
her sister, Jean Blair, are the sole surviving heirs of the 
land now sald to Himcha Filldbrew.

Dear Pat, 


I've been so tangled up in Tradewells (my family's spelling) and 
all their wanderings and repetition of names! Now I'm activating 
separate tangles - primarily acknowledging in the accompanying 
letter your response to my query in the Nat'l Genealogical Society 
publication. I read your letter through so hastily when it came I 
passed right over your reference to "Family Puzzler" in my hurry to 
pounce on "the gold". It was easy to jump to the NGS conclusion 
because your letter arrived days before my copy of FP arrived! I 
didn't even know it had been printed! 


A million thanks for all the data you sent on! I will definitely 
explore the Andrea collection next time I'm at the DAR Library in 
Washington. I've used it before, but that's when I was glued to my 
father's Taylor family history in Kentucky and wasn't checking on 
mother's South Carolina lineage. Also will follow your guidance re 
NC Archives when I'm right there. You have data from counties that 
I'd never heard of before. Nor have I run across Hartsfield/Hearts- 
field, but will be on the look out. 


One bit of information that came in looks fairly solid for direct- 
ing Reuben's parentage away from the Adoniram/John line to Jacob T. 
of Stratfield CT. I received a copy of a letter from my great-— 
grandfather's brother stating that their grandfather Reuben was the 
youngest of three brothers, Samuel, John and Reuben who came south 
via Pennsylvania and Virginia to South Carolina. That's a pretty 
specific match to Jacob's family. SC would fit Reuben'’s supposed 
service with the Swamp Foxes prior to joining the NC militia and 
line as verified by pension records, and later his death verified 
in Rutherford Co NC. The Benjamin you found in records doesn't 
match mine who lived 1781-1843, after the land deals you cited. 


Altogether, you gave me a lot of lines to hang on to and something 
in there might be a lot more valid than the Jacob connection. I've 
obviously been most fortunate in most of my family research which 
is straightforward and complicated compared to Reuben-where-did-he- 
come-from? 


Thanks so much for your help - I'll surely stay in touch and hope 
you will if we turn up anything new. I like your family card! 
What a good idea!
